-Variola, 


W. D. COATES, M. D., LOYALTON, CAL, 


Sea object of this paper is to give 

the listory of the recent epidemic 
of small-pox in the Sierra Valley to- 
gether with my observatiens of the 
disease as seen in some eighteen or 
twenty cases. The disease was iuatro- 
duced into the neighborhood of Beck- 
with last November by a party coming 
from San Francisco, and as the nature 


of the disease was uurecognized uo 


restraint was placed upon it until about 
January 20 of the present year. About 
this time the people began to get 
alarmed. Said they: ‘‘No matter what 
the disease is, it is something we do 
not want.’ At about the same time 
prominent citizens of Loyalton feeling 
for the safety of the town and its labor- 
ing population took it upon themselves 
to call a consultation of the physi- 
clans of the valley to meet at Beckwith 
about January 20,1902. At this con- 
sultation were Drs, S. W. Goodale, G. 
L.. Coates, and M. L. Loomis, and the 
situation was thoroughly gone over. 
After inspecting the several patients 


then suffering with the disease and 


getting the cinical history of each, 
Drs. Loomis and G. L. Coates con- 


curred in the opinion that the disease 


was small-pox while Dr. Goodale op- 
posed such opinion. Immediately fol- 
lowing this consultation the State 


Board of Health was asked to send a 


representative to Beckwith. In re- 
spouse to this request Dr. W. J. Hanna 
came; stopping off at Loyalton for 
dinner, and having the time to do so, 
I asked bim to see a patient of mine 


who come down a few days prior with 
typical La Grippe symptoms but on 


the fourth day of his illness began to 
have an eruption on the face and arms. 
Dr. Hanna unhesitatingly pronounced 
this a case of small-pox but of a very 
winlid form. 

Immediately following Dr. Hanna’s 
visit both Loyalton and Beckwith 
arranged pest houses and instituted 
the usual quarantine regulation. Being 
adjucent communities the disease read- 
ily traveled from Beckwith to Loyalton, 
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but in one instance the exposure was 


undoubtedly had in Reno, Nevada. 


In Loyalton there developed all in 
all about sixteen cases of varied sever- 
ity, while at Beckwith there developed 
about sixty-five cases. Dr Loomis re- 
ports the only fatal case, an infant 


bore with the disease, and died at the 
age of three weeks with bronco-pneu- 


monia as a complication. He also 
Obseived in this case the initial rash. 


At Lewis Mill, in the Lovalton dis- 


trict, were three wood choppers who- 


sojourned in Reno, Nevada, for four 
days early in February. About TFeb- 
ruary 23, oue of their number devel- 
oped variola, but as no one reported 
the cause, the three continued to mess 


together until about March 18, when 


the other two developed the disease, 
presented themselves for examination 


aud were sent to the pest house. | 
These were the two most severe cases 


coming under my observation. In 
addition to the sixteen or eighteen 
cases at Loyalton, I saw on May 13 at 
Purdy Switch in the extreme eastern 
end of tbe county three other cases, a 
mother and her two daughters, ull in 
the pustular stage. 

THE EVIDENCE FAVORING THE DIAGNOSIS. — 

Classical symptoms pres::nt, vaccina- 
tion protects, pits in those who have 
recovered. Adults selected. 

Many people have, and do doubt the 
diagnosis. Lhe Reno papers, so I am 
informed, made the statement that a 
patient having the prevailing disease 
would contract small-pox if exposure 
occurred. The cause of all this doubt 
and uncertainty was evidzutly the mild 
nature of the disease. Variola has 


always and everywhere been regarded 
as a great scovrge. When people 
knew that patients, said to be suffering 
with small-pox, were up and around 
and even able to do manual Jabor they 
could not believe it to be the genuine 
disease. Many physicians have also 
opposed the diagnosis and I have the— 
information that nt Auburn there was 
a hot fight on, the local medical staff 
were divided and that the business 
meu had brought suit for damages 
against the local board of health. I 
cite also the following instance of 
what was undoubtedly a mistaken 
diagnosis; a family of orphan children 
were taken from Beckwith to the Ma- 


sonic home at Decota, Cal., shortly 


after Dr. Hanna’s visit to that place. 
A few days following their admittance 
to the home the report came back that 
the eldest had developed the chicken 


pox and a later report stated that the 


disease was going through the home, 
and it was still regarded as chicken 


TYPICAL VARIOLOUS SYMPTOMS. 
In my opinion those physicians who 
opposed. the diagnosis weie those who 
have not been in touch with the dis- 
ease and there‘ore have had no oppor- 
tunity to personally observe the symp- 
toms and compare these with those 
given by the authors. Having had 
this opportunity and having made such 
comparison I state fucts when I say 
that the symptoms I observed were 
typical of variola. 
One thing, however, impressed me, 
and ia that the authors place too much 
stress upon finding the umbilication. 


Tt is not a prominent symptom but one 
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that has to be sought for. It marks 
the transition period from vesicle to 
pustule and is present only a few 
hours. The prominent early symptoms 
are the aching of the back aud head, 
and temperature elevation followed by 
a hard papular erurtion which ts first 
seen on the face and wrists. Later, 
the one prominent symptom which | 
observed was, a circular distended 
pustule, that finally dries to form the 
scab. In several instances I was able 
to note with comparative certainty the 
period of incubation, and this, too, I 
found to agree with the authors, the 
preliminary symptoms appearing on 
about the fourteenth day. 


VACCINATION PROTECTS. 


After undoubted and prolonged ex 
posure timely vaccination proved its 
protective power in several instanves, 
In order to demonstrate that there was 
cxposure I submit these photographs 
of my most severe pest house case, one 
of the three woodchoppers above re- 
ferred to. This cuse approached very 
closely the confluent form of the dis- 
ease; so extensive was the eruption 
that the temperature during the sup- 
purative stage registered 102 F. The 
mucus membranes were extensively in- 
volved the eruption appearing on the 
tongue, gums, tonsils, in the pharynx, 


the nares, external auditory canal, and 


on the ‘glans penis and about the 
anal orifice. In addition there were 
two other pest house cases contempo- 
raneous with this one and but little 
less severe. Certainly in all three un- 
doubted cases of variola. ‘here were 
in the pest house also at this time six 


cases with the disease in its mildest 
form. None of these mild cases hail 
ever been successfully vaccinated; they 
were exposed cuntinuously for days to 
those three undoubted cases of variola, 


They have since remained well. Had 


they been suffering from a different 
disease in all probability some one or 
more of them would have developed 
variola. In the pest house also at this 
time were three people not patients 
but were there because of their con- 
nection with one who was. They, too, 


were expcsed continuously for days to 


ull other inmates but owing to timely 
vaccination have since remained well, 
In one other instance I observed the 
same protection from timely vaccina- 
tion. Here three children were ex- 
posed on two different occasions in the 
same houselold. After the first ex- 
posure all three were successfully 
vaccinated aud remained well in spite 
of a secund exposure a few days later. 
My first effort to vaccinate an unpro- 
tected mother of one of the children 
failed. A second effort a few days later 


succeeded but did not afford protec- 


tion as at the end of the period of in- 
cubation she developed variola in spite 
of the fact that on ber arm was a beau- 
tiful vaccination sore. ‘This case sub- 
stantiates what the authors have to 
say on this point, viz: that successful 
vaccination within the first five days 
of exposure would afford protection; 
after the five days the vaccination 
might be successful but it would not 
protect. 
IN SELECTED ADULTS. 

In the recent epidemic the patients 

were largely adults, less than 20 per 
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cent of the entire number being chil- 
dren. This is in keeping with the 
history of variola, viz: that it is not 
strictly a disease of childhood. In 
Loyalton only one child developed the 
disease, 
PITTING HAS OCCURRED. 

My observation is that the process 

of shrinkage whereby pits are formed 


requires considerable time, probably 


three or four months, for its cumple- 
tion. However, in several cases suffh- 
cient time has elapsed for the comple- 
tion of the process and pits are there. 
DURATION OF THE DISEASE IN THE RECENT 
EPIDEMIC COMPARED TO THAT GIVEN BY 
THE AUTHORS FOR VARIOLA. 
Comparing the duration of the dis- 
ease in the recent epidemic with that 
laid down in the text books I observed 
perfect agreement. However cases 
differ some in this respect; in the very 
mildest I believe recovery to be com- 
plete within sixteen to eighteen days, 
while the must severe of my _ pest 
louse cases were held under quaran- 
tine twenty-eight davs. The majority, 
however, I believe can be released 
from quarantine with perfect safety on 


the twenty-first day from the begin- 


ning of the preliminary symptoms. In 


my management of the pest house at 


Loyalton none were released earlier 
than the twenty-first day. Dr. M. L 
Loomis, who had the management of 
the epidemic at Beckwith, however, 
held his cases under quarantine two 
weeks longer. 
A DIFFERENCE 1N SUSCEPTIBILITY. 

With variola as with all other epi- 
demic diseases, I believe the suscep- 
tibility of individuals varies, ‘'his fact 


is well illustrated in the case of Mrs. 
R., who has been exposed continuously 
for perhaps two months to cases in 
her own household. She is now about 
six months pregnant and has never 
been vaccinated. She still remains 
free from the disease. Whether this— 
immunity wilt continue through life I 
am unable to say. I have looked at | 
this phase of the subject in the follow- 
ing light, viz: that a person exposed 
today may not contract the disease; 
if exposed tomorrow he may do s0; 
exposed this week he may not; exposed 
next week he may. Some of my cases. 
were undoubted varioloid; that is, they 
had been successfully vaccinated some 
time during their past history. I 
even sent one case to the pest house 
who claimed to have had the disease 
fourteen years ago; there was un- 
doubted exposure and a few suspici- 
ous papules which developed similarly 
to other mild cases. 
TREATMENT, 

Very little or no treatment is re- 
quired in the mildest cases. If the 
preliminary symptoms are severe and 
the patient is robust, pilocarpine hy- 
podermically, or Sp. M. jaborandi in- 
ternally are the most effective reme- 
dies; these moisten the surface, lower 
the temperature and relieve the pain 
which is all that can be accomplished 
at this stage of the disease. For chil- 
dren and old people aconite, bryonia 
and rhus tox are the indicated reme- 
dies. But two of my pest bouse cases 
required internal treatment during the 
suppurative stage and this because 


of the appearance of the eruption 


on the mucus membranes. Here 
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aconite, phytolacca and echinacia met 


the condition admirably. From the 
beginning of the suppurative stage 
1 directed that the sores be cleansed 
daily or twice daily with aquaous solu- 
tion of carbolic acid. 

When the scabs were formed I pre- 


scribed a carbolated vaseline to be 
applied once or twice daily for the 


double purpose of softening and dis- 
infecting the scabs. 
‘DISINFECTING APARTMENTS AND CONTENTS. 
For disinfecting apartments I used 
formalin gas developed by means of 
Scheriug’s lamp, the rooms. being 
tightly sealed and the gas confined for 
four to twelve hours. Ali bedding 


unfit to be washed was hung on ropes 
stretched across the room or on nails 
on the walls. All washable articles of 
bedding or wearing apparel was put 
through a solution of carbolic acid or 
bi chloride of mercury and afterwards 
laundried. This method I found to be 
effective and together with our plan of 


supervising all cases of illness of what-— 


ever nature, has rid our community of 


the epidemic. My first case was ad- 


mitted to the pest house January 25, 
and the three last were released April 


17th.

NDER this caption the general ap- 
plication of this agent for thera- 
peutical effect will be considered, as it 
is not within the province of this paper 
to go into detail regarding electro- 
physics, either in the particular con- 
struction of, or operation of any par- 
ticular inethod of generation. 
The application of this agent of 
electric influence must of necessity be 
pretty well understood by the operator 
before favorable results can be as- 
sured, as the effect varies with the 
quantity as well as quality of current 
applied, and no one conversant with 
the subject could or would expect to 
produce like results by using one cur- 


rent when another might be especially 


applicable and strongly indicated. 
One of the first things often found 


to be required is to overcome the prej- 


udice and nervous fear of your patient, 
as 80 many unprofessional and densly 
ignorant pretenders have thrust their 
impudent and bombastic personalities 
upon an afflicted public, who have 
been seeking some method of freeing 
themselves of some diseased condition 
of body, that many have a truly justi- 


fiable dread and positive fear of any 


thing which is in any way related to 
the application of electricity. 

=bat much can be claimed for this 
method of treating many conditions of 
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disease can no longer be denied, nor 
refuted. Under proper hands, and 
with a good apparatus, much can be 
done. | 

The failure of many physicians to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion, and 
Obtain favorable results, rests often 
upon the fact of either a poor or worth- 
less: apparatus, or a lack of under- 


standing the proper method of appli- 
cation, or the unqualified ignorance 


regarding that which might be ex- 
pected from its use. No man of rea- 
sonable mind, with a due regard for 
his patient’s good, or his own reputua- 
tion will attempt to convince either the 
public or himself, that all conditions 
of a diseased body can be corrected 
by the administration of a single drug, 
neither will a sensible man pin his 
whole faith in remedial effects, to the 
application of electricity in any form, 
and yet such results have been attained 
by many who have qualified themselves 
to properly handle this subtle influence 
that it has proven to be a most valu- 
able adjunct to the arnuamentarium of 
a well equipped professional life. 

A good, first-class apparatus, capa- 
ble of supplying both the galvanic and 


Farradic currents with all their modi-— 


fications will convince many of its 
great usefulness, while others will in- 
sist that the static gives them by far 
the greater results. So it is not in- 
tended within the very briefuess of this 
paper to determine which shall have 
the greatest of praise, but especially 
to call attention to this method of sup- 
plying to many conditions of disease 
that which at times seems reasonably 
impossible to attain with medication. 
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It is not impossible to many, to feel 
confident, and to give positive evidence 
of the life-giving properties of a well 
directed and carefully applied current 
from whatsoever source acquired. 


I believe the general practitioner 
should be sufficiently familiar with this 
brauch of therapeutics to realize its 


importance and usefulness. 


Electricity in disease, will excite 
changes in the animal organism just 
as readily as food and medicine, and 
the physician that uses it for thera- 
peutic purposes should be as thor- 
ougly trained in this line as in medi- 
cine, and as familiar with his apparatus 
as with his pills and powders. 

First, we must know that with it we 
can effect circulation and absorption, 
break down adhesion and abnormal] 
erowths, build up tissues, supply a 
better nutrition in general, and in 
order to accomplish such results we 
must positively know, with absolute 
certainty, the action of each current, 
galvanic-farradic-static or sinusoidal. 

So it becomes a question of great 
interest to those who give time and 
study to electricity in medicine, and 
one that ought to be of interest to the 
profession at large, what place electro- 
therapy should hold in the ethics of the 
art of healing. None save those who 
work within the narrowest lines of a 
professional mind would be willing to 
be classed as an electro-therapeutist 
ouly, as such are as manifestly igno- 
rant of the wide scope of usefulness of 
all methods of relief as those who de- 
cry the use of this one agent, for the 
relief of diseased humanity. _ 
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Therefore to me, familiar with its 
application and effect, its field of oper- 
ation can be found in general practice 
as well as in the domain of gynecology, 


surgery, ophtha!mology, nervous and 
mental conditions.

The Electric Eustachian Bougie. - 


H. BOSWORTH CROCKER, M. D., SAN FRANCISCO, CAL. 


Professor of Ophthalmology, California Medical College. 


ig is rather unusual for one to present 
before a medical society an unfa- 


vorable report of a method of treatment 


which is in common use by modern 


aurists, but that is what I purpose to 


do. 

IT cannot tell you who first used the 
eustachian bougie, but some four years 
aco Dr. Duell, of New York, reported 
most excellent results from its. use in 
eustachian deafness with a mild gal- 
vanic current, and so favorable was 


his report that aurists again turned 


their attention to a method which they 
had almost entirely discarded, | 
Electricity is indeed a word to con- 
jure with and by converting the old 
bougie into an electrode Dr. Duell 
attained some truly wonderful results 
even in those cases where there were 
no strictures. In these cases he at- 
tributed the improvement of his pa- 
tients to the tonic effect of the current 


used, At first I was very confident 


of making a record for myself with 
Dr, Duell’s treatment of tubal deafness 
but after causing my patients some 
acute pain and getting very poor re- 
sults, I have put my gold bougies 
“away back’ on the top shelf of my 


instrument cabinet and there they will 
remain unless the discussion of this 
paper shall convince me that the fault 
lies in me and not in the instruments. 

During the past ten months I have 
kent a record of every case of tubal 
deafness that I have treated sufficiently 
long to give the method a fair trial. 
In all there have been fourteen cases 
that have had from ten to twenty treat- 
ments each, and only two have been 


benefited to any appreciable extent. 


One of these was a girl suffering from 
an acute congesti.n of the membrane 
of the nose and pharynx. The tube 


was closed and she was quite deaf. 


The use of sprays in connection with 
weekly passage of the bougie resulted 
in a complete recovery, but I believe 
she would have recovered just as soon 


had she never consulted me. The — 


other case was that of an old lady who 
had been growing gradually deafer for 
several years. Upon trying to pass 
the smallest bougie I met with a stric- 
ture about half an inch from the orifice 
of the tube. ‘This was dissolved after 
two treatments, and after the tfth 
treatment I could pass the largest 
bougie the full length of the tube. 
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Her hearing began to improve at once 
and she can now hear as well as ever. 


These two cases as before stated, are 


the only ones that were benefited at 
all by this treatment. There must be 
some reason for this failure, and in 
order to arrive at some conclusion I 


will briefly describe the method used. 


The nostril is first sprayed with 
cleansing solution followed by 5 per 
cent solution of cocaine, After ten 
minutes a pledget of cotton saturated 
with a 20 per cent solution of the ane- 


sthetic is held against the eustachian 


orifice until sensation is abolished. 
The silver catheter previously wound 
to near the tip with an insulating rub- 
ber strip is next introduced in the 
usual manner and the bougie is passed 
from the end. A current gradually 
increased to not more thau five volts 


is connected with the bougie as the 


negative electrode and the other pole 
is in contact at the mastoid. The 


bougie is slowly passed until the tym- 


panum is reached and then withdrawn 
and the process repeated with a larger 
S1Ze. 

These treatments were given not 
oftener than once a week, and the cur- 
rent was never more than five volts, 


taken by means of a Shields Volt Grad- 


uator from the 110 volt commercial 
circuit, Unless some of those present 


can show me in what respect my tech- 


nique is faulty, I must conclude that 
the published reports of this electrical 
bougie treatment are exaggerated. 
That it is the best method for dis- 
solving strictures I admit, but I do 
not believe that the electrical current 
should be used in simple catarrhal 


stenosis when tue cure can be effected 
by inflation and medication of the tube 
with a nebulous spray; a method which 
has given me uniformally good results, 
is attended by no danger when care is 
used, and is entirely painless.

Ao Early Sign in Pleurisy With Effusion. 


Dr. B. Przelewski (Centralblatt fur 


Chirurgie) describes this early physical 


sign with effusion. 


In the early stages of pleurisy with 


effusion the author has found present, 


without exception, in a series of nine- 
teen cases, in all of which subsequent 
aspiration proved the presence of fluid, 
this physical sign: Narrowing of, and 
unusual resistance in the intercostal 
spaces of the affected side. The sign 
is most easily studied in children. 

The approximation of the ribs upon 


the affected side is very characteristic, 


and is comparable to the muscle con- 
tractures which occur in certain joint 
inflammations. The approximation of 
the ribs is probably due to the protec- 
tive reflex contraction of the internal 
intercostal muscles— Med. Review of 
Reviews.

It is a significant fact that the an- 
nouncement of the death of Virchow 
should be made at the same time as 
that of an increase in the average 
length of human life. Virchow was 
creater than the rulers of men, greater 
than the conquerors of nations, for he 
led the world in a conquest of the 
mighty forces that attack and destroy 
human life. Up to his day, medicine 
was directed to the cure of «liseases. 


It had developed diagnosis and rea- 


~soned from symptoms to cure. His 
researches in histology, pathology 
and bacteriology first enlightened the 


world in the prevention of disease. 
As a biologist and anthropologist he 
was without a peer. His study of 
life included the concurrent inves- 


tigation of the preventable causes | 
~which make it brief. All of our mod- 


dern system of sanitation is founded 
on his patient research and _ con- 
clusions. 

When he began, medicine had no 
future, in the sense of progress, be- 
youd the study of weapons to fight 
disease wheu developed. But he sur- 
veyed and opened to it a field so vast 
as to stagger the imagination, His 
work was in a laboratory with a micro- 
scope, Helmholz, Koch, Pasteur and 
Niessen followed where he led. He 
took upon himself the responsibility 
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of obsoleting a large part of medical 
science as he found it and of replaciny 


this with a body of scientific principles 


ku large, so dignified and so necessary 
as tu require the rewriting of libraries 
and the abandonment of lore that had 
ull the strength of tradition and prac- 
tice to sustain it. Medicine was stand- 
lug stil, It had failed to comprehend 


the significance of Jenner's discovery 
of vaccination and had treated it much 


as Pliny had the origin of life. Tiac- 


lug these minute and malignant organ- . 


isms back to their own origin, he 
taught the possibility of its extinction 
and touched there the power to pre- 
vent disease by extirpation of its cause. 


So Virchow equipped the profession 


with the new power to prevent, and 
wonderfully enlarged its power to cure. 
Past four score years, he is dead, 
the greatest man of his time. The 
human race, owing to him the length- 
ening of life, uucovers and stands 
reverently in acknowledgment of a 
debt it can pay only by cherishing his 
memory. When he discovered that 
dis2ase is a change in the living cell, 
wud developed cellular pathology, and 
going further taught that there is a 
specific and preventable cause of the 
cellular change, while he did not grasp 
the power to create Jife, he mastered 
the power to prolong it. Who shall 
say that the power to prolong it is 
secondary to the power to create?

When his time for trial arrived, he 
pleaded guilty and asked for mercy. 
* * * Judge McDougall sentenced 
him to serve two years less one day in 
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Central Prison, and in doing so said: 
“No man is safe from the blackmailer.” 
“T regard it as one of the most despic- 
able crimes that could be committed.” 
“The next blackmailer that comes be- 
fore me will get the longest term the 
law imposes.” Every member of the 
medical profession is equally and con- 
stantly exposed to the danger of black- 
mailing, and Dr. King has conferred a 
benefit upon his professional brethren 
by his courageous conflict and capture 
of McKibbon, the audacious black- 
mailer.—The Canadian Practitioner 
and Review.

It appears tbe 
nouplussed because of the fict that, 
while the advice is given in the office, it 
is received at the patient's home. We 
must admit to seeing no insuperable 
difficuliy in the weighty problem. It 


is pot what the patient receives but 


what the physician bestows that forms 
the basis of his charge. The three 
factors, as we understand it, that enter 
into the problem of the pliysician’s re- 
muveration, are: 1, the special skill 


and knowledge brought to bear; 2, the 


responsibility involved, and 3, the time 
avd labor involved in bringing the two 
former into action. Now, the first two 
are constant factors, more or less, so 
fur as the when, how, and where are 
concerned. It is on the last only that 
anv mo lification of the fee must de- 
pend. That being so, a telephone 
consultation is obviously an office con- 
sultation, and if the responsibility is to 
some slight extent increased by giving 
an opinion wn absentia, the benefit de- 
rived is doubtless so much the less 
from the lack of that personal confi- 
dence—inuspiring influence that always 
accompanies the presence of the trusted 
medical adviser. Ou that point, there- 
fore, physician and patient may do 
well to cry quits.— New York Med.

A “jumper” is liable to 
kill a man at an instant’s notice, and 
be no more responsible for his act 
than would be a mad bull or a run-

H. A. Hare (Medical News) says: Seme 
months ago i received a letter from 
Dr. Lott, of Cameron, Texas, stating 
that he was using massive doses of 
hyoscine in the treatment of various 


forms of drug habit with very great 
- success, and asking if I could not give 


any information in regard to what was 
tohima purely empirical plan of treat- 
ment. l asked him to write a paper 
on the subject, which he did and which 
was published in the Therapeutic Gazette 
for February, 1902. Since then I have 
tried the plan in six cases with extra- 
ordinary results from the following 
points of view: 

1. The patient can take massive 
doses for days at a time, as much as 
1 grain hypodermically, with no evil 


_ effects on any vital function. 


2. They suffer very slightly, if at all, 
from the immediate withdrawal of the 
morphine. 


do. And the more surprising, the de- 


sire for the drug is largely, if not 
entirely, dissipated after a few days. 

It is a noteworthy fact that all the 
patients subjected to this method of 
treatment that I have seen have ex- 
pressed themselves as feeling well, 
when asked questions about thelr own 


sensations, and had no serious disorder | 


of the heart or other organs. It is also 
a noteworthy fact that in some of them 
the dryness of the tongue passed away 
after the first 24 or 48 hours, so that 
they have not suffered at all from this 
symptom. While as a rule they do 


not care to take solid food, I have

Twelve 
days after the treatment began she 
asked for solid food, and on the thir- 
teenth day complained to me that her 
appetite was ravenous and that she 
could not remember when she had had 
such an insatiable desire for food. 
During the last four days of these 
twelve, her mental condition was ex- 
ceedingly bright and cheerful and she 
is now progressing rapidly towards 
what I hope will be a permanent cure. 
In her case morphine had not been 
taken for the relief of puin, but in 
oradually-increased quantities for the 
relief of nervousness.
